Non-Art Rejections: 

1. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 
U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more 
claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant 
regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 2 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C, 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point 
out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The following language lack proper antecedent basis ; 
In claim 2, line 4, " said message header information". 
In claim 11, line 4, " said message header information". 

Art Rejections: 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in— 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 
122(b), by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in 
section 351(a) shall have the effect under this subsection 
of a national application published under section 122(b) 
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only if the international application designating the 
United States was published under Article 21(2) (a) of such 
treaty in the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by 
the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be 
deemed filed in the United States for the purposes of this 
subsection based on the filing of an international 
application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) . 

4. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
clearly anticipated by Benayoun et al, U.S. pat. No. 6,804,257. 

Per claims 1 and 4, Benayoun discloses a system and method 
for passing, message between first and second entities 
comprising: 

a) a message modulator/ transmitter (fig. 5) at the first entity 
for modulating a message comprising a flexible message header 
(starting header, fig. 4) and a plurality of chained/linked 
container modules (users data, fig. 4) , each having a header 
portion and a body portion ( see col 3, line 48 - col 4, line 15 
and col 6, lines 42-48 ) , 

b) a message receiver (fig. 6) at the second entity for 
demodulating a subset of the container modules to regenerate the 
message ( see col 7, lines 49-67 ) . 

Per claims 2-3, Benayoun teaches that both the flexible 
header portion and the container portions (user data portion) 
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contain packets each having header and body ( see col 6, lines 1- 
41) . 

Per claims 5-7, Benayoun teaches that starting header and 
container module each including prefixed attachment bytes for 
linking to previous and next modules ( se<e col 6, lines 1-32 ) . 

Per claims 8-9, it is noted that the linking fields CRC are 
only generated and attached to the packets in the edit mode for 
controlling transmission of the message over the network ( see 



col 6, lines 42-67 ) . These CRC fields are not retained for 
storage at the receiver ( see col 8, lines 1-67 ) . 

Claims 10-18 are similar in scope as that of claims 1-9.
